COSTS 
As co lleges o pen fo r the fall term, repo rts o f their 
financial distress beco me mo re frequent and mo re 
urgent. Abo ut 300,000 places will go unfilled this y ear, 
with small, independent scho o ls especially hard hit. 
With rev enues fro m tuitio n do wn, and o perating co sts 
up, educato rs hav e 
been fo rced to re-ex amine 
traditio nal co llege pro grams ênd ex plo re new and less 
ex trav agant po ssibilités.

In one such attemp t, four U. S. colleges will 
exp eriment this fall with the British Op en University 
p rogram. Rutgers University p lans to offer courses in 
the humanities, mathematics and science - all to be 
p ursued at home with the help of television, tap es, 
radio and p rinted instructions. Anyone may sign up 
and receive college credits up on comp letion. The 
University of Houston, the University of Maryland and 
San Diego State College also will try out variations of 
the p rogram. 
Prop onents of the indep endent, accredited study 
underline its financial, 
as

as educational, 
advantages. They p oint out that at Britain’s Op en 
University, now starting its second year, only a small 
fraction of the total budget goes for salaries and fringe 
benefits - the largest p ortion of a conventional 
university’s outlay. “The question is how to educate 
more p eop le, more effectively, but with less money,” 
says Arland F. Chris - Janer, p resident of the College 
Entrance Examination Board of New York. 
The Carnegie Commission on Higher Education, in 
a rep ort issued last June, suggested several ways to cut 
costs at conventional colleges without sacrificing 
quality. They included: (1) reducing the undergraduate 
course from four to three years; (2) abandoning 
exp ensive new PhD p rograms; (3) increasing faculty 
workloads; and (4) weeding out “reluctant students.” 
That last task may not be too difficult now that the 
draft is being ended and increasing numbers of 
degree-holders are unemp loyed.

The Case Of The 
Antilady Law

told that she had to apply in her legal name, which according to 
state law meant using her spouse’s surname, her sporano 
v o i c e 
dropped octives. “ Oh Y eah!” she rasped. “We’ll 
see about that.” 
Whereupon, Nellie stomped off to court where she attacked 
the constitutionality of the state law in court. 
“ In the first place,” she told the judge, “I ’m me and not my 
husband. In the second place, no one has the right to strip me of 
my individuality. I ’m a woman and as good as any man. 
Therefore, any antifeminist law that says I can’t use my maiden 
name just ain’t legal.” 
“ I t’s not only legal.” was the answer, “but necessary. If a 
person could use any name he chose, y o u ’d need a Sherlock 
Holmes to figure out who’s who. The problems of identification 
would be unbelieveable.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you invalidate the 
antifeminist law? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that all 
states recognize the common law rule, that when a woman 
marries, her husband’s surname becomes her legal name. It is 
steeped in tradition and allows for uniform ity among the states 
which is sufficiently im portant to overcome a claim of 
discrimination. 
And, as applied to this case, continued the judge, requiring 
applicants to use their legal names when applying for driver’s 
licenses enables a state to keep a closer watch over its licensees. 
Confusion is avoided and identification is made easier. However, 
noted the judge if a woman really wants to use her maiden name 
when applying for a license, she may do so where state law 
allows by merely going to court and obtaining the legal name of 
her choice.

Baltimore and other big city papers ban “enemy” from 
headlines or editorials. THE NEW YORK TIMES, 
avoids the word. Many think it a plus that the TIMES 
has yet to describe U.S. troops as the enemy. 
United Press International foreign editor Wilbur G. 
Land says that “we’re reporting on what the two sides 
are doing and neither is the enemy of UPI.” Can you 
imagine his reaction after Pearl Harbor? “In . all 
conscience, we can’t call the Japanese forces our 
enemies. After all, no bombs fell on UPI.” 
Some newspapers still use the word, though. Says 
one: “If troops are firing at Americans, we certainly 
can’t consider them friendly. They’re in the category 
of enemy.” 
The flap over “enemy” is only the latest example 
of liberal bias. They do not lie; they simply distort by 
deleting certain aspects of a story. Last year, for 
example, all we heard was that President Thieu was 
unpopular. Only occasionally did stories of his wide 
support, expecially among refugees from the North, 
leak out. 
We read about farms mistakenly bombed and the 
GI drug problem. Both are true, but we seldom hear of 
calculated enemy atrocities, or the numerous voluntary 
Gl orphanages. Deleting these items, the liberal media 
give us a distorted picture. No greater example exists 
than My Lai and Hue. 
The American killing of some 120 people is the 
most followed-up story in the history of modem war 
journalism. The 1968 Communist massacre of 2000 
people at Hue was little covered at the time, and now 
is virtually forgotten. 
It is no wonder that the liberal media dislikes 
calling the Communists our enemy. To these opinion 
molders, the enemies of American troops are almost 
friends.
